Mauri Bros. appealed to the council not to] be 
ix heavy industry and homes because of the annoy- 
nce and restrictions they place on each other. 


One of its processes involved 
fat rendering. . 

It came to Altona because the 
land was large enough, the site 
was far from homes, conveni- 
ent to markets, had a railway 
siding, and land was available 
in the offensive trades zone. 

The move was encouraged by 
the Premier's Department, and 
advised by the State Development 
Division. 

And the company also had the 
encouragement of responsible 
officers of Altona Shire. 


Besides making the roads, it 
installed special sewets and a 
pumping station at a cost of 
$267,329. 


EXPENDITURE 

The company had — spent 
$2,185,589 on land and plant to 
January 1 this year. 

It planned to spend a further 
$1.5-million in 1967-68 ‘that would 
bring the total capital invested 
by the company in Altona to 
$3,677,576. 

This year a factory worth 
$656,427 was being erected, and 
next year two factories would be 
built at a cost of $760,000. 


Later, four more Mauri indus- 
tries would come to Altona. 


Mauri Bros. submission poin- 
ted out that in one of their fac- 
tories there would be heavy 
hammers beating metal. 

The noise in this factory was 
so great that the workers had to 
wear earplugs. 


In another factory, the noise 
of 4 power hammer was so high 
that the hammer had to be 
located outside the factory and 
not inside. 


Houses and factories together 
are not in the public interest. We 
have tried to get away from the 
people, Mauri Bros. said. 


When factories and houses are 
together, which ever one comes 
first, it always leads to com- 
plaints from the residents. 

This leads to restrictions 
placed on the industry.
